Applicant argues, in substance, that (1) Brown does not disclose a customer-defined message handling rule, a service-based message 
handling rule, and a common message handling rule. 

As to point (1 ) Applicant uses broad terms in order to define the invention, howver these terms are open to interpretation. As stated in 
the previous Office Action, the Office takes the term "customer defined message handling rule" as "a customer customized alerts based 
upon data the customer wishes to be notified about". The Office takes the term "service-based message handling rule" as "depending 
upon the level of service the customer such as implicit events which determine when new products have been added". The Office takes 
the term "common message handling rule" as "receiving a notification that the user requests notification about, determining how to 
process the information and how to disseminate this informaiton to the user". By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 
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
